Daring the Thunderbolt 


)UMOR hus it that HIS. a bill lo apply to 


hott'ls the same rules governing \yomen in 


industry as are invokeil against other classes oi' 
business, will die in a pigeon hole. 


This seems hardly possible. 
True there 


nuiv be legislators of the conservative type \vho 
feel" that in jockeying Ibis bill into a blind alley 
they would be pleasing business men in general. 
iJui it is probably Ihe fact that business men at 
Itirqc believe that "sauce Tor the gofsc is sauce 
for the gander." They %vill be unable lo 'under- 
stand why hotels should be immune from legis- 
tolion for which other business lines have been 
laying the bill. 


However, aside from this and from the jus- 


lice embodied in llu1 bill, there is a matter of 
political policy which lenders in the legislature 
may well consider. 


" The world over, established government is 


being watched by restive peoples \vilh a critical 
i-ye.' Men and women are alert for justice, and 
brought by unusual conditions to be dissatisfied 
beyond reason. Unless legislatures this year 
move witl> great discrimination to the task of 
constructive improvement, holding 
fast that 


•which is good and adding 1° it. and rejecting 
only that which is bad, the reckoning two years 
hence will result in radical conclusions arrived 
at by means probably not altogether sound. 


The radicalism of the shiftless and shifty, 


the immoral and the improvident, attaches its 
chariot lo the star of the true reformer ond often 
deflects it from its orbit. 
On the other hand, 


the honest conservative is too often led lo op- 
jjosc Hie sound reform because among others it 
is espoused by elements ranging from worlh- 
lossness lo degeneracy, for whom he entertains 
uolhing but contempt. 


\Vc sec these side-twists upon reason in leg- 


islative proceedings everywhere. If some people 
arc for a thing, some others arc against it, and I 
hang the merits! In this moment when search- 
ing quest of the Irnlli is Ihe profoundcsl esscn- 
litil of any program thai shall stand the strain 
of a world revulsion to revolution, nothing can 
Lo more dangerous than Ibis blindly partisan 
stumbling from Ihe path of common sense. 


Following his election Senator Lcnroot rc- 


lurnctl lo Wisconsin lo make a great speech, and 
in it he left a message for the. legislature. It was 
:i message of progress, of sound morality and 
sturdy Americanism. And in it he urged that 
our lawmakers sol aside partisanship as in any 
sense a test of measures, and proceed upon the 
merits of bills. Not whether it was or was not 
introduced by a Xonpartisan, a progressive or a 
conservative, but whether il was good and sound 
and helpful, was the measure of action he ad- 
vocated. - 


Perhaps members of the legislature might 


profil by a pause in which to inquire whether 
Ilicsci standards of action have been strictly fol- 
lowed." They are worth while first because they 
;|i'C morally and intellectually sound. They are 
worth while also because if they arc ignored Ihr- 
legislature may be sending out an eddy of dis- 
content that will return as a tornado a year from 
•November.

Either In ig- 
nore the scientific balance struck between night 
service and clay service, or lo revoke'the discre- 
tionary^ powers of the commission through 
which its special training and experience are. 
brought to bear upon the problems of practical! 
administration, would be a precarious expcri-'j 
mcnt. especially as within this discretionary \ 
power rests the safely of fair business present- 
ing a just case for adjustment. 
If a fair and 


liberal legislature, lo in eel any given situation, 
may depart from the standard by ever so little, 
a less just legislature may be 
to make the. precedent its excuse for roamin 
farther afield, and the almost inevitable culmi- 
nation would be a different rule for even- type 
of occupation, all departures favoring the busi- 
ness as against the individual. Thus standardi- 
zation would be lost and we would have sub- 
stituted the convenience of business for the wel- 
fare of women workers as the basis of legisla- 
tion.

concessions from adopted standards asked by
